the  school  from  the  Tinkham  Road 
days  when  gaining  accreditation  was 
on  everyone's  minds.

ers assembled  pri- 
marily printed 
material  to  establish  the  Law  Library 
at  the  leased  facility  on  Tinkham 
Road,  who  could  have  imagined 
what  the  advent  of  computers  would 
mean  both  to  the  study  and  the 
practice  of  law  some  25  years  later? 
Attorneys  have  been  using  comput- 
ers to,  among  other  things,  automate 
the  production  of  case  pleadings  and 
other  documents,  to  streamline 
client  billing,  to  prepare  routine  cor- 
respondence, and  to  schedule 
appointments  and  automate  'tickler' 
systems.  Students  have  been  using 
computers  for  legal  research,  prepar- 
ing papers,  resumes,  and  case  outline 
and  study  aids.  However,  the  advent 
of  the  Internet  has  made  almost  a 
limitless  amount  of  research  material 
accessible  on-line,  often  at  no  cost. 

In  order  to  assist  students,  faculty, 
and  practitioners  alike,  Patricia  New- 
combe,  reference  librarian,  Michele 
DUl  LaRose,  head  of  reader  services, 
and  Bonnie  Koneski- White,  director 
of  the  Law  Library,  have  prepared  a 
new  Law  Library  publication, 
CyberCites,  an  annotated  topical  list- 
ing of  web  sites  useful  for  research 
purposes.  CyberCites  will  be  issued 
monthly  during  the  academic  year 
and  each  issue  will  focus  on  a  spe- 
cific subject  area.

THE  1998  ELECTION  was 
a  monumental  one 
for  the  graduates  of 
the  School  of  Law. 
John  E.  Sweeney  '90 
became  our  first  alumnus  to  be 
elected  to  the  United  States  Con- 
gress, representing  the  22nd  dis- 
trict of  New  York.  The  22nd 
district  seat  became  open  in  1998 
with  the  retirement  of  Represen- 
tative Gerald  B.  H.  Solomon,  a 
nine-term  Republican.  Before  his 
run  for  Congress,  Mr.  Sweeney 
was  deputy  secretary  to  New  York 
Governor  George  E.  Pataki  and 
served  as  the  Commissioner  of 
the  New  York  State  Department 
of  Labor.

^  inaugural  tournament  featured  13  teams  with  the  School  of  Law 
finishing  third.  Over  the  years,  the  tournament  has  grown  in  size 
to  20  teams  of  law  students  and  alumni.  In  1981  a  women's  com- 
petition was  introduced.  Coached  from  the  inception  by  Bruce 
Miller,  with  assistance  in  the  mid-80's  by  Catherine  Jones  and 
more  recently  by  Dick  Cole,  the  women  have  been  a  dynasty,  with 
their  only  true  competition  coming  from  the  alumnae  team. 

Throughout  the  early  years  of  the  tournament,  games  were 
played  at  Rivers  Memorial  Gym,  Wilbraham-Monson  Academy, 
and  Duggan  Middle  School.  In  1994,  the  games  were  moved 
to  the  Alumni  Healthful  Living  Center  on  campus  where  they 
continue  today. 

This  year's  tournament  was  held  on  Friday,  February  19, 
through  Sunday,  February  21,  1999.

THANKS  TO  THE  generos- 
ity of  law  alumni  and 
other  supporters,  the 
School  of  Law  is  able  to 
award  scholarships  to 
law  students  and  to  recognize  acade- 
mic achievement  at  graduation. 

The  Bean  Street  Memorial  Schol- 
arship is  awarded  to  a  woman  in  her 
last  year  of  law  school  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  Law  Review,  who  has  a  demon- 
strated potential  for  professional 
excellence,  and  who  has  financial 
need.  The  scholarship  was  established 
in  memory  of  Catherine  Bean  Street 
'90,  by  her  family  and  friends. 

The  family  of  David  N.  Case  '80 
established  a  scholarship  in  his 
memory,  which  is  awarded  to  a 
part-time  student  who  has  com- 
pleted at  least  two  years  of  study,  is 
employed,  has  financial  need,  and 
ranks  in  the  upper  half  of  the  class. 

The  Student  Bar  Association 
selects  the  recipient  of  the  Grum- 
mel  Memorial  Scholarship  based 
on  academic  success,  extracurricu- 
lar activities,  and  economic  need. 
This  Scholarship  is  in  the  name  of 
Joanne  Grummel,  a  first  year 
evening  student  who  died  in  an 
automobile  accident  in  1979. 

Former  Dean  and  Professor 
John  J.O'Connor  has  two  scholar- 
ships in  his  honor.  The  John  J. 
O'Connor  Scholarship  is  awarded 
to  incoming  or  returning  law  stu- 


dents with  preference  given  to  stu- 
dents having  a  disability.  The  John 
J.  O'Connor  Memorial  Scholarship 
recognizes  those  students  who 
exhibit  a  commitment  to  service  to 
the  School  of  Law  and  community. 
Academic  achievement  and  finan- 
cial need  are  also  considered.  The 
Memorial  Scholarship  recipient  is 
selected  by  the  Student  Bar  Associ- 
ation. John  O'Connor  served  the 
law  school  as  a  professor  ft-om  1963 
to  1987  and  as  acting  dean  for  the 
1976-77  academic  year. 

The  O'Malley  Scholarship 
remembers  John  M.  P.  O'Malley 
L'32/H'74,  who  began  teaching 
contract  law  at  the  Law  School  in 
1946  and  taught  here  for  more  than 
20  years.  His  scholarship  is  awarded 
to  a  third-year  evening  student  who 
has  demonstrated  academic  excel- 
lence and  has  financial  need. 

The  Dorothy  F.  Sheehan  Schol- 
arship is  awarded  to  a  female  appli- 
cant who  has  interrupted  her 
education  and  is  seeking  to  enter 
the  School  of  Law. 

The  Sullivan  Scholarship  is 
awarded  to  an  applicant  who  has 
demonstrated  unusual  determina- 
tion in  overcoming  obstacles  in 
order  to  pursue  a  legal  education. 
This  scholarship  was  created  to 
honor  Marjorie  A.  Sullivan,  a  ten- 
year  staff  member  of  the  Admis- 
sions Office  who  died  in  1983. 


The  Thompson  Memorial 
Scholarship  remembers  George 
Thompson  who  was  on  the  faculty 
at  Western  New  England  College 
School  of  Law  for  nine  years.  This 
scholarship  is  awarded  to  the  sec- 
ond, third,  or  fourth-year  law  stu- 
dent with  the  highest  average  and 
demonstrated  financial  need. 

Donations  to  the  Law  Alumni 
Scholarship  Endowment  support 
awards  made  to  students  entering 
their  last  year  of  law  school  who 
have  shown  academic  merit  and 
have  financial  need. 

Given  in  honor  of  Professor 
Norman  Prance,  who  taught  at  the 
Law  School  from  1978  to  1985,  the 
Prance  Award  honors  the  graduate 
whom  the  faculty  believe  Professor 
Prance  would  have  most  liked  to 
have  known  and  taught. 

The  McBride  Award  is  given  to 
the  graduate  who  has  made  the 
greatest  advances  from  the  first  to 
the  last  year  of  law  school.  Edward 
F.  McBride  was  a  graduate  of  the 
law  school. 

The  graduate  having  the  highest 
average  in  probate-related  course 
receives  the  Abraham  Smith  Award. 
This  award  was  established  to 
honor  Abraham  I.  Smith,  a  judge 
of  the  Jiampden  County  Probate 
Court  for  over  25  years,  and  who 
was,  prior  to  that,  in  private  prac- 
tice in  Springfield  since  the  1930s.

Judge  Smith  taught  probate  law  at 
the  law  school  for  many  years. 

The  Snyder  Family  Saint  Joseph 
of  Cupertino  Ethics  Award  was 
established  in  1995  and  funded  by 
Graceanne  T.  Snyder  '95  and  her 
family  to  recognize  excellence  in 
legal  ethics  matters. 

The  James  C.  Faison  Multicul- 
tural Leadership  Award  was  estab- 
lished in  1996  and  recognizes  a 


graduating  student's  service  to  the 
School  of  Law  community  by  pro- 
viding leadership  in  promoting 
awareness  and  celebration  of  our 
racial,  ethnic,  and  religious  diver- 
sity. The  recipient  is  selected  by  the 
faculty  and  alumni  of  color.  James 
C.  Faison  '83,  who  died  in  1997, 
dedicated  much  of  his  professional 
career  to  helping  students  of  color 
succeed  academically.

Dean  Kirk  accomplished  many  things 
during  his  deanship  including  hiring  numer- 
ous full  time  law  faculty,  several  of  whom 
still  remain  at  the  law  school  today;  develop- 
ing the  curriculum;  negotiating  for  space  at 
the  Tinkham  Road  campus;  and  determining 
the  support  from  the  College  necessary  to 
sustain  an  initial  day  division  of  160  students 
and  an  evening  division  of  approximately 
400  students.  During  Dean  Kirk's  tenure,  the 
School  received  provisional  accreditation 
from  the  American  Bar  Association. 


After  leaving  the  School  of  Law  in  1976, 
Dean  Kirk  taught  law  at  Syracuse  University 
and  served  as  dean  at  Potomac  Law  School 
in  Washington,  D.C.  He  later  returned  to 
western  Massachusetts,  working  in  private 
practice  in  Northampton  for  Francis  E. 
Collins.  He  retired  in  1992  to  Lanexa,  VA. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife  of  51  years, 
Dorothy  Helen  Kirk;  two  sons,  Geoffrey 
and  Timothy;  and  a  daughter,  Dorothea.

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Admissions  Guide  for  Axumni 


ALUMNI  PLAY  A  vital  role  in  the  success  of  the 
School  of  Law  by  encouraging  and  supporting 
strong  applicants  for  admission.  The  following 
has  been  put  together  to  provide  you  with  information 
about  how  applications  are  reviewed  by  our  office  and 
to  assist  you  in  providing  us  with  valuable  letters  for 
applicants  you  wish  to  recommend. 
When  the  Admissions  Committee  reviews  files  for 
admission,  its  primary  mission  is  to  determine  if  the 
applicant  will  be  a  successful  law  student.  Four  major 
factors  help  the  Committee  make  this  determination: 
the  LSAT  score,  the  undergraduate  grade  point  average 
(CPA),  the  applicant's  personal  statement,  and  letters 
of  recommendation  written  on  the  applicant's  behalf 

The  Admissions  Committee  looks  carefully  at  the 
combination  of  the  LSAT  and  CPA  because  they  are  the 
best  indicators  of  possible  law  school  performance.  In 
evaluating  the  CPA,  the  Admissions  Committee  evalu- 
ates what  subjects  were  studied,  where  they  were  studied, 
and  how  long  ago.  The  LSAT  is  also  a  very  important 
indicator  because  it  suggests  the  level  of  development  of 
the  applicant's  facilities  for  logical  reasoning,  analytical 
reasoning,  and  reading  comprehension. 

The  personal  statement  and  letters  of  recommenda- 
tion can  also  be  very  important  factors.  The  personal 
statement  is  used  by  the  Admissions  Committee  in  two 
ways.  First,  it  is  used  to  assess  the  applicant's  writing 
ability.  A  poorly  written  or  edited  statement  creates  a 
very  bad  impression.  Second,  the  personal  statement  is 
used  to  gain  some  understanding  of  the  applicant 
aside  from  his  or  her  numerical  indicators. 


Letters  of  recommendation  from  alumni  can  be 
quite  helpful  to  the  Admissions  Committee  in  evaluat- 
ing an  applicant's  academic  potential.  Most  letters  of 
recommendation  received  on  behalf  of  applicants  are 
positive,  but  very  general.  As  such,  they  make  little 
impression  on  the  Admissions  Committee.  Recom- 
mendations from  someone  who  might  be  regarded  as 
influential  but  who  does  not  know  the  applicant  well 
are  not  helpful  to  the  Committee.  Similarly,  a  recom- 
mendation stating  that  the  applicant  is  friendly,  neat, 
and  punctual  are  not  useful,  as  the  Admissions  Com- 
mittee attempts  to  determine  the  academic  potential  of 
an  applicant. 

In  order  to  be  an  effective  advocate,  the  recom- 
mender  must  possess  personal  knowledge  of  the  appli- 
cant and  have  a  detailed  knowledge  of  the  applicant's 
writing,  reasoning,  and  analytical  abilities.  The  best  let- 
ters are  very  detailed  and  specific. 

All  applications  for  admission  to  our  law  school  are 
read  in  their  entirety.  Once  an  admissions  decision  has 
been  reached,  it  is  final  for  that  year.  We  welcome  calls 
from  alumni  who  advocate  on  behalf  of  an  applicant, 
but  suggest  that  the  most  effective  way  to  communicate 
your  enthusiasm  is  in  writing.  A  note  from  an 
alumnus/a  can  be  easily  shared  with  the  entire  Admis- 
sions Committee.
